Over the past few years considerable progress 
has been msd« in the release of pr iaonars being detained 
by paver of the national Bsee^tivc, Um so-called 
PBH prt»a>«g. Q£ the estlaated 8,200 persona arrested 
since 1974, less than 450 »re now being held under 
the authority of PBH. Cases of PBS detentions are 
systematically reviewed by Argentine authorities and 
we are hopeful that prisoners will continue to be 
released. 

Accounting for the disappeared is one of the 
asst difficult human rights problems racing the Argentina 
GovercBant and one. which we hope the Argentine* will 
eventually resolve. At the same time, we will continue 
to use our influence directly and in international 
fora to encourage Argentine officials to wake information 
available to the families of missing persons. 

Regarding Hr. Leciscopo, he is one of tae many 
who have disappeared and about wnoa we nave bees enable 
to ascertain any information. He was last heard from 
in February iS8Q. Ke will asi our ibaoassy to remain 
alert to any mior satis* that say heeeise available 
and to notify your office oz any significant developments. 
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
